great biessings and bounties. There are many evidences 
avaiiable to support the lawfulness of this blessed practice. 
There is no evidence which wouid prohibit this practice.

1. Highly learned great Scholar Shaiekh Ismaa’eel Haqqee 
(May Aiiaah have mercy on him) in his most famous book Tafseer 
Rooh ulBayaan (The Interpretation of the Holy Quriaan) states:

It is stated in Qasas-ul-Anmbiyaa and other books that in 
paradise (Jannat) Hazrat Aadam (‘Aiaiehis-s^aam) had a desire 
to meet the holy Prophet Hazrat Muhammad (SallalLaahu ‘Maiahi 
wa Saiiam), therefore, Almighty Ailaah sent revelation (Wah’y) 
towards him (Hazrat Aadam ‘/^aiahisSaiaam) that, he wiii appear 
from your body {Sulb i.e. the generation) in the iast period. 
Hazrat Aadam requested to meet him. So Aimighty Aliaah 
iliuminated the Luminance (Noor) of Muhammad (Saiiai Laahu 
‘Aiaiehi Wa Saiiam) in the index finger (Shahaadat finger) of the 
right hand of Aadam ‘AiaiehisSaiaam. Then this Luminance (Noor) 
recited the giorification of Aiiaah (Tasbeeh). 


And for this reason, this finger is calied finger of Kalimah as 
stated in the book Rauz-ul-Faa’iq and Aimighty Aiiaah iiiuminated 
the beauty of his beioved Muhammad (Saiiai Laahu 'Aiaiehi Wa 
Saiiam) in the nails of both the thumbs of Hazrat Aadam (‘Aie^his- 
Saiaam) like a mirror. Then Hazrat Aadam (‘Aiaiahis-Saiaam) kissed 
the naiis of his thumbs and rubbed them (soWy) over his eyes. 
Therefore this tradition (Sunnat) was established in his 
generation. 


So when Jibra’eel-e-Ameen (‘/Uaiehis-Saiaam) informed the holy 
Prophet (Sallal Laahu ‘Aiaiehi Wa Saiiam) about It. He (Saiiai Laahu 
'Aiaiehi Wa Saiiam) said, anyone who wili hear my name in Azaan 
and kiss the naiis of his thumbs and rubs them (Softiy) 
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over his eyes, he will never be blind.”

When Hazrat Bilaal (Radiyai Laahu ‘Anhu) finished reciting the 
Azaan, the holy Prophet (SaiiaiLaahu ‘Alaiehi Wa Saiiam) said, “O 
Abu Bakr! any person who will do like what you did Almighty 
Allaah will forgive all his sins.”

'Aiaiehi wa Sallam) in Azaan. Our religious Masters have 
emphasized this act as desirable.

He (SaiiaiLaahu ‘Aiaiehi Wa Saiiam) said, Why have you 
stopped kissing your thumb during \heAzaan and putting them 
on your eyes? if you want your eyes cured then start this 
practice again. So I got up and started doing this practice again 
and my eyes were cured. And since then that disease has not 
returned. 


18. Hazrat Wahab bin Munabbah (Radiyai Laahu ‘Anhu) states 
that, there was a person in the Chiidren of Israa’eel (Bani 
Israa’ee!) who spent two hundred years in disobeying Almighty 
Allaah. When he died people threw him in garbage (where dirt 
is thrown). Aliaah Aimighty sent reveiation to Hazrat Moosa 
(‘Alaiehis-Salaam) to pick him up from there and read prayer 
(Namaaz) for him. Hazrat Moosa (‘Alaiehis-Salaam) said, 
“O My Real Nourished the Children of Israa’eel (Bani Israa’eel) 
gives testimony of him being disobedient.” it was asserted,

but it was his habit when he opened the Tauraat (Torah) and 
he saw the holy name of Muhammad he would kiss this name 
and put it on his eyes and send salutation on him. So, I have 
accepted this goodness and pardoned ali his sins, and have 
married seventy houries (Hoors) to him.*

(Beside this) his (SallalLaahu ‘/^aiehl Wa Sallam) physical attributes, 
appearance, qualities of endeavouring holy war in the way of 
Allaah, fasting, eating, and drinking conditions are also written.

A group of Christians for the sake of rewards would do his 
goodness that when they reached the holy name and holy 
titles; they would kiss this holy name and place their face on 
it in due respect. 

Due to this respect their generation grew tremendously and 
the holy Luminance of the holy Prophet (SallalLaahu ‘Alaiehi Wa 
Sallam (in every matter) became their companion and their 
supporter. 

And another group of Christians use to disrespect the holy 
name of the holy Prophet (SallalLaahu ‘Alaiehi Wa Sallam) 
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These people were degraded and humiliated, they were deprived 
of their being (they were killed) and were deprived of their teith 
meaning their beiief were mislead. 

When only the holy name of the holy Prophet (SaiiaiLaahu ‘Aiaishi 
Wa Saiiam) helps like this than imagine how much his holy 
Luminance would help. 

When only the holy name of the holy Prophet (SaiiaiLaahu ‘Aiaiehi 
Wa Saiiam) is such a Strong fort of protection than how will be 
the blessed personality of this holy Prophet (SaiiaiLaahu Alaiehi 
Wa Saiiam). (Masnawee Sharaef, Vol-1) 

Doubts, some people say that all these sayings (Ahaadees) 
have a weak chain of transmission (Da’eef). Not even one of 
them has a strongest chain of transmission (Saheeh Marfoo 
Hadees). Therefore, Expert Narrators (Muhaddiseen) have 
said by writing this saying (Hadees) Laa Yusih- 

hu Fil Marfoo, ’ (meaning it is not strong upto holy Prophet (Saiiai 
Laahu ‘Alaieh Wa Saiiam) to qualify as Matfoo Saheeh). Declares 
that these Ahaadees are Mauqoof Saheeh (which means there 
is a proof of its being linked to the Companions of holy Prophet 
(Sallal Laahu ‘Aiaiehi Wa Saiiam) SO how an Issue of Sharee’at can 
be proved by weak sayings (Da’eef Hadees)? 

Declaring of the Expert Narrators (Muhaddiseen-e-Kiraam) 
about any saying (Hadees) it is not Saheeh (it has the strongest 
chain of transmission) doesn't mean that this saying (Hadees) 
is absolutely incorrect and invalid. But it means this saying 
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(Hadees) transmission could not reach the highest level of 
authenticity. Like the Narrators (Muhaddiseen) in their 
terminology explain this as levels of strengths. 


Remember, in the terminology of authentic narrators the 
highest level of a saying (Hadees) which has the strongest 
chain of transmission is called “Saheeh” and the lowest level 
is called "/Ifauzoo” (which is in reality a fabricated narration). 
In between these two there are numerous other types of 
Ahaadees Shareef* which are of different levels based on the 
strengths of transmission. After ‘‘Saheeh”\Sr\e next level is called 
“Hasan."Therefore it is not as strong as Saheeh this does not 
mean that it’s not even Hasan. Even if it is a Da’eef Hadees 
(weak transmission in chain) then in the issue of Fazaa’il-e- 
A’maal (virtues of deeds) it is unanimously accepted. And the 
expert narrators saying that the chain of narrators cannot be 
traced back to the holy Prophet (Sallal Laahu ‘Alaiehi Wa Sallam) 
then it does not qualify as Marfoo Saheeh. However, this shows 
that the hadees qualifies as Maqoof Saheeh meaning there is 
proof of its link to the Companions of the holy Prophet (Saiiai 
Laahu ‘Alaiehi Wa Sailam). 


20. Therefore, renowned scholar Imaam Mullaa Ali Qaari 
(Rahmatui iaahi ‘Aiaieh) sayS, 




* Details of the Hadees Shareef: 

Saheeh Hadees, a genuine tradition is one which has been handed down by truly 
pious people who have been distinguished for their integrity. 

Hasan Hadees, a mediocre tradition is one the narrators of which do not approach 
in moral excellence to those of the Saheeh class. 

Da’eef Hadees, a weak tradition is one whose narrators are of questionable authority. 
Mauqoof Hadees, a restricted tradition is a saying or an act related or performed by 
one of the Companions of the Prophet. 

Mauzoo Hadees, an invented tradition one the untruth of which is beyond dispute. 
(Di(^onary of Islaam, pg no 640)

I say it is proved when this saying (Hadees) eievates to the 
first Caiiph Hazrat Siddeeq-e-Akbar (Radiyai Laahu ‘Anhu) then it 
is sufficient to be acted upon because it is the saying of the 
holy Prophet (Sallat Laahu ‘Alaiehi Wa Sallam), “i make my tradition 
(Sunnat) and tradition of my true first four Caliphs (Khulafaa- 
e-Raashideen) mandatory on you.” 

It is proved this Hadees-e-Mauqoof \s correct (Saheeh) 
because it can be traced up to Hazrat Salyyidina Abu Bakr 
Siddeeq (Radiyai Laahu ‘Anhu). And the tradition (Sunnat) of 
Saiyyidina Abu Bakr (Radiyai Laahu ‘Anhu) is the tradition of the 
holy Prophet (Saiiai Laahu ‘Alaiehi Wa Sallam). Therefore, even the 
leaders of the opponents Janaab Khaleel Ahmad Ambethvi 
and Janaab Rasheed Ahmad Gangohi says, if the evidence of 
their permissibility is found in first three periods (Qumon-e- 

Salaasah)* then it is acceptable. Any action or good deed will 
be considered as good as Sunnah, if its permissibility is found 
in the early three periods although it is found or not found in 
the same specific form or its kind. 

(Baraaheen-e-Qaati’ah pg no 28) 

It is proved from Gangohi Saahib to kiss the thumbs while 
listening to the holy name in Azaan is a tradition (Sunnat). 
Because its originality is proved true from the statement of 
Mullaa Alee Qaari in the three eras (Qumon-e-Salaasah). Then 
to call it innovation (Bid’at) etc is not ignorance and prejudice, 
then what is it? 


* Quroon-eSalaasah, Three early periods: 

Oam-e-Awwai, the period of the holy Prophet's (Sanat Laahu ‘Aiaieh wa Saiiam) physical 
presence on earth. 

Qam-e-Saani, period till the last Companion of the holy Prophet was present on earth. 

(Salla! Laahu ‘Ataieh Wa Sallam).
